When the winner appeared in the stad- 
fum he was greeted with tremendous

Leaders Admit the Danger of 
an Overturn: of Their Ma- 
jority of Two. 


33 TO BE CHOSEN IN FALL 


Democrats Claim Advantage Be- 
cause of Local |ssues in 
States Now Republican..

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—Republican 
politicians are beginning to admit that 
their party is in danger of losing con- 


trol_of the United States Senate in the 


November elections. They concede that 
the ‘party will have to make strenuous 
efforts in order to retain its majority 
of two 

A survey, of the Senatorial pas 
indicates that the Republican danger ex- 
ists, irrespectivé of .wHether the party 
elects its candidate for President. .In 
the “contests there aré many. complex 
angles that put them apart from the 
Presidential battle. Local conditions 
that will hurt or help this or that candi- 
date for the Senate do not apply to the 


candidacies of Governor Cox and: Sen-} 


ator Harding. 

It is an open secret that Republican 
leaders aré worried. Many of them 
openly say that some of the Senatorial 
candidates whose success is essential to 
continued Republican, control of the 
Senate will have an uphill fight. 

According to rep reaching poli- 
ticlans here, the Presidential campaign 


has not aroused a great deal of interest: 


in most States.. The contrary is true 
of a considerable number of the Sen- 
atorial campaigns. Primary contests 
are being waged with vigor, and there 
is a promise of equally ‘spirited con- 
flicts when the Senatorial candidates of 
the two major parties begin. the fight. 

_ Mhirty-three Serators to pe Elected. 

Thirty-two States will elect’- thirty- 
three Senators this year to fill terms 
that will expire on March 4, 1921, the 
day the new President will be inau- 
gurated. Eighteen of the seats to be 
filled are held by Democrats and fif- 
teen by Republicans, hut most of the 

Republican seats are from States Where 
the result of the Senatorial contests is 
doubtful, while the Democrats are as- 
sured of electing Democrats to succeed 
membefs of ‘that party in eight at least 
of the prospective vacancies. 

‘The States where Democrats are re- 
garded as certain to be chosen to suc- 
ceed. the present Democratic. Senators 
are Florida, Louisiana, Arkansas, North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia’ and 
Alabama. (two). The Democrats are rea- 
sonably sure of carrying some. other 
States in the Senatorial contests, but 
uncertain elements have been injected 
into the situation in these and the Re- 
publicans intend to do their utmost to 
make gains in theni. 

Republicans have no assurance of 
victories in as many States now rep- 
resented by Senators whosé 
terms will expire in March as have the 
Democrats. There will be several 
changes, however, in the Democratic

GOV. COX PROMISES 


PROOF OF CHARGES 


Declares Hays Does Not Really 
Deny Republicans Have 
$15,000,000 Fund. 





SAYS HE WILL GIVE FACTS 


Harding: Asserts Cox’s Charge 
Is “Ridiculous and Wholly 
Without Foundation.”

DAYTON, Ohio, Aug. 22.—Governor 
Cox promised tonight to give to Will A. 
Hays, Chairman of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee, proof of his charges 
that.a fund of not less. than $15,000,000 
was. being raised by the Republican 
Party, and that most of it was being 
contributed in one way or another by 
financial ahd industrial interests which 
were interested in gainifig what he 
terms an.‘‘ underhold on the. Govern~ 
ment.” 

Govérnor Cox mide known his detér- 
mination after reading in thé newspa- 
pers the speech by Mr. Hays, in Au- 
gusta, Me., in which the Chairman made 
what Governor Cox considefed an .un- 
satisfactory and half-hearted dénial of 
the charges. The Governor indicated 
that he was ready to ‘‘ go the limit’ 
in backing up the statements he made 
first at South Bend and later at Can- 
ton. 

“I was much. gratified that Mr. Hays 
made a response,”’ said Governor Cox 
to-night.- + ‘‘As I read his statement, 
however, it was ho denial. He says the 
preliminary estimate made by the Re- 
publican Party was $3,000,000. Now, I 
want Mr, Hays to tell us into how many 
subdivisions the tountry was split up by 
his party, what territory each subdivis- 
jon covered, and the quota imposed on 
each subdivision, State and district. 

‘“‘Mr. Hays has talked much about 
quotas, so now let’s have them. ‘The 
public is entitled to: the information, 
and, as the sub-committee of the Senate 
investigating campaign expenditures is 
going to insist upon having it, why not 
have it now? ’’ 

Will Make Formal Feply Soon. 

Governor Cox made it evident that he 
was prepared to have the matter out 
with Mr.. Hays and the other Repub- 
lican leaders who have gathered about 
Senator Harding. He will make a 
formal reply to Mr. Hays in an address 
soon, and vill develop. his charges., 

While talking with the newspaper cor- 
respondents the Governor announced 
that he had just received a telegram 
from- Senator James A. Reed of Mis- 
sourl, who is ‘a member of the Senate 
sub-committee’ investigating. campaign 
‘contributions. 

“It was a very pleasant. telegram,” 
said Governor Cox. ‘‘ Senator Reed is 
now in Chicago. He says that the com- 
mittee will begin sessions there tomor- 
row. Senator Reed also says that every 
bit of information they get -is to be 
carefully, and thoroughly investigated.” 

It is: the intention of Governor Cox 
and Democratic leaders to demand 
that full-information be brought out con- 
cerning the activities of ‘the Ways and 
Means Committee, headed by William 
Boyce ‘Thompson, which was appointed 
by Chairman Hays to help finance Sen- 
ator Harding's campaign. 

Governor Cox would not discuss today 
the exact nature of the tion 
which he personally has at hand to back 
up his chargés that the expenditures in 
behalf of the election of Harding will 
be not less. than $15,000,000, but ap-

GERMANY WILL FEEL EFFECT

PARIS, Aug. 21.—Feeling in Paris is 
that the Polish victory over the Bol- 
sheviki will have far-reaching impor- 
tance in determining the future policy 
of the Entente in dealing with the 
European situation. The Paris newspa- 
pers have been pointing out that no 
real break between England and France 
was possible and that recent events 
were simply thé trying out of the re- 
spective leadership of Lioyd .George 
and Millerand. Thesé papers haye 
contepded that the. entente between 
England and France was strong enough 
to stand this test. ’ 

There can ‘be no doubt that events in 
Poland, coupled with America’s em- 
phatic enunciation of the doctrine of 
no composition with Bolshevism, have 
greatly strengthened the French idea of 
a ‘policy “‘ with teeth" in dealing with 
the whole European situation. .France 
firmly believed strong, | red-blooded 
measures would curb Russian Bolshe- 
vism and compel Germany: to carry out 
the Treaty of Versailles. In this policy 
the French Government has been sup- 
ported by sentiment of the French peo- 
ple. 5 

Lleyd George Hasidicapped. 

In that respect. Millerand has enjoyed 
marked advantage as compared with 
Lioya George, who has “been Obliged to 
proceed at all stages with due regard 
to divided opinion in England. These 
divisions arise not only faom difference 
in temperament’ but also from differ- 
énce in interest, the paramount ques- 
‘tion in France being always that of 
indemnity and security andiin England 
the sea power. of the empire and 
trade, particularly with Germany and 
Russia.

PARIS, Aug. 22 (Associated Press).— 
Sir Reginald ‘T. Tower, High Commis- 
sioner for the League of Nations at 
Danzig, has requested the allied nations 
to supply him with 20,000 troops before 
he will feel justified in permitting the 
unloading of munitions intended for Po- 
land, now being hejd ‘up at Danzig, ac- 
cording to the Ministry of Foreign Af- 
fairs. :

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—While State 
Department officials refrain from: issu-

Price Offered Not Enough to Pay 
_ for Picking Yet Consumer Must 
Pay Exorbitant Figure. 


‘While consumers in this city continue 
to pay fancy prices for apples, up-State 
‘fruit growers have complained to mar- 
ket ‘officials here that the price offered 
them by the dealers is not sufficient to 
cover the expenses of picking. Up- 
State growers assert that the apple in- 
dustry in this State, by far the greatest 
apple-growing State in the Unfon, is 
being usly threatened on account of 
the low prices offered by the dealers, 
who, in turn, exact fancy prices from 
thelr custOmers. 

Commissioner of Public Markets Ed- 
win J. O'Malley a few days ago re- 
cetyed a telegram from growers at Mor- 
ton, N. Y., in which an appeal was 
made that something done to assure 
a better price to the producers and at 
the. same time save the apple crop for 
the consumers. The telegram ‘was 
signed ‘by Frank M. Bradley,.President, 
ahd Seth J. T. Bush, Secretary, of the 
New. York Federation of Agriculture. 
It read: 

“‘Farmers of New York State have 
40,000 carloads of apples to sell, the 
finest ever grown. Approximately 1,000 
cars ready to ship now. The price of- 
fered the grower, only one cent a pound 
or $1.50 a barrel, will not pay picking 
expense. Do your people in New York 
want any of this fruit? Unless some- 
thing can be done to increase the de- 
mand and thereby secure for the grower

AN AMERICAN PEOPLE. 

In The National Review some time 
ago OLIVER Mapox Huerrer wrote: 
** You must disabuse yourself of the 
** idea that there is an American peo- 
** ple at all, as we understand a people 
“‘in Europe.’’. To get anything ap- 
proximating America one would have 
to take samples from all European 
nations, ‘‘ | add a certain flavoring of 
Africans , Asiatics atfd the like,’’ mix 
faiesaiehser and “ scatter the result 
thinly over the Continent.’’ In The 
Atlantic Monthly Mr. W. 8. Rossiter 
takes him gently to task. 

Analysis of our population is by no 
means easy. In one sense we are all 
immigrants, even including the Indi- 
ans. But so are the nations of Eu- 
rope. Yet after a certain residence 
here, and a surprisingly brief one, 
newcomers have a way of, falling in 
line, provided only they are of 4 racial 
stock that finds our temper and insti- 
tutions congenial. In calculating the 
total‘of ‘‘ Anglo-Saxons ’’ among us 
Mr. Rossrrer includes the descend- 
ants of the Irish, German and other 
immigrants from the North-and West 
of Europe who came here sixty years 
ago or more. He also includes the 
English and Canadians who have ‘ar- 
rived in. more recent decades. . The 
total is ‘‘ nearly fifty-five millions ”’ 
in a white population which he ‘esti- 
mates to be, in 1920, 94,000,000. More 
than 58 per cent. are ‘‘ Anglo-Saxon "’ 
in their traditions and sympathies, and 
very largely so in blood. The Amer- 
ican native stock outnumbers ‘‘ the 
** entire combined population of Eng- 
“* land, Scotland, Wales and Canada,’’ 
and is thus ‘the greatest Anglo- 
Saxon element in the world.’’ 

Closely similar ¢onclusions have been 
reached by E. A. Ross, Professor of 
Sociology in the University of Wis- 
consin, who reckons that fully a 
quarter. of our present population Is 
descended from the 20,000 Puritans 
who sought liberty in thé American 
wilderness. Mr. CHARLES W. GOULD 
calculates that of the Americans of 
today over 40,000,000 ‘*’can trace their 
‘* descent on both sides to Colonial 
‘* days.’’ Such figures go far toward 

explaining a phenomenon which many 
have found baffling. Though a na- 
tion born of revolution and reborn in 
the greatest rebellion of modern times, 
we are still more stable in our insti+ 
tutions, more steadily conservative, 
than the nations of Europe. 

The second item in Mr. HvusErrer’s 
charge Mr. Rosérrer does not answer 
as satisfactorily—or, in fact, at, all. 
‘* Instead of being properly mixed,’’ 
the various peoples in America “ are 
‘* divided into ethnographic strata, 
** which only touch at the edges.'’, It 
is true that the ‘‘ new *’ immigration 
from the ‘South and East of Europe 
has not amalgamated and shows little 
tendency to amalgamate under our 
free institutions. The fifty-five mill. 
jons of our ** Anglo-Saxons “ate live 
mainly in rural districts _and small 
towns. In‘ a crisis they are the back- 
bone of the nation.

CAMPAIGN FUNDS. ° 

The elementary truths about the col- 
lection of money to conduct the po- 
litical campaigns are known of all 
men. Each party tries to get all it 
can. Each accuses the other of rais- 
ing too large a sum from sources too 
** tainted.’’ This has been the cus- 
tomary partisan byplay for a long 
time. In recent years the compulsory 
publication of receipts and expendi- 
tures has removed a good deal of the 
dark mystery in which campaign 
funds used to lurk; but the charges 
anda recriminations between commit- 
tees and candidates go on much as 
before. 

It is easy. to make assertions of the 
lavish or corrupt use of money in elec- 
tiéns, but hard to prove them. To- 
ward the end of his campaign in 1904 
Judge PaRKER affirmed that the Re- 
publicans were getting suspiciously | 
large contributions from big corpora- 
tions. When this was challenged by 
Mr. Roosevety, in his somewhat over- 
emphatic way, and the evidence de- 
manded, Judge PARKER was not able 
to produce it. But when the investi- 
gation of the insurance companies 
came on after the election was over, 
the general belief was that the evi- 
dence was indeed re though 
a trifle late. 

It is plainly: for the purpose of meet- 
ing the accusation of Governor Cox 
that the Republicans have set out: to 
raise a fund of $15,000,000-this year 
—or $30,000,000, if you like that fig- 
ure better—that the Truthful James 
of our latter-day politics, Chairman 
Hays, rises in Maine to explain. He 
discloses his budget. Careful figuring 
has convinced the Republican Com- 
mittee that it can worry along with 
$3,000,000. That sum is to’be gath- 
ered in through small contributions. 
Only in case the virtuous poor do not 
come forward in sufficient numbers 
will an appeal be made for subscrip- 
tions above $1,000—and then the pub- 
lic will be duly notified of the. fact. 
Meanwhile, the Treasurer of the Dem- 
ocratic Committee, as if aware in ad- 
vance of Mr. Hars’s modest figure, 
and determined to underbid it,. an- 
nounces that his party will be well 
content if it can raise as much as 
$700,000 or $800,000. 

It cannot be charged that either 
party fund, as thus indicated, is ex- 
cessive. The question will still be 
asked whether the sums named are 
all-inclusive. Do they cover what 
State Committees will raise and spend? 
Is the cost of Congressional elections 
reckoned in? The one thing certain is 
that, if we are to have so economical 
a@ campaign as. each party protests’ 
that it is planning, many a witching 
orator will be deprived ‘of his expected 
“* expense account,’’ many an ambi- 
tious political advertiser of his fat 
commission. .

MORE “LITTLE” WARS. 

The Serbians are fighting in Al- 
bania and the British are in more 
trouble in Mesopotamia. No sooner 
does a peace conference assemble in 
one part of the world than a fresh war 
starts elsewhere. Mesopotamia and 


Poland, but the world at large has a 
considerable interest in a durable 
settlement of their troubles. 

Reports. of the Arab rising against 
the British in Mesopotamia have been 
coming in now and then for weeks 
past—some time ago there was the an- 
nouncement of a fight in which the 
British suffered 300 casualties—but 
now comes the news that 10,000 more 
troops are on their way from India 
to reinforce the 70,000 already in 
Mesopotamia, and there is fear.in 
London that still mére troops will be 
‘needed. It looks as if the British may 
need as large an army to hold Mesopo- 
tamia against the natives as was re- 
quired to take itt from the Turks. 
Arab troops raised in the country are 
apparently fighting on the British side, 
which indicates that’ native feeling is 
at least divided, but only trouble of a 
serious nature would require so large 
an army to repress it. 

The British have already called a 
* constituent assembly '’ to frame the 
constitution of the new Arab Govern- 
ment which under -British influence 
is to rule the country, but in the 
meantime British administrators have 
been conducting the business of gov- 
ernment, and: apparently without the 
talent that the British have usually 
shown in dealing with Oriental peoples. 
Colonel Lawrence, the English ar- 
chaeologist who established the al- 
Hance between Britain and the Arabs 
of the Hedjaz and acted as the per- 
sonal representative and shock-ab- 
sorber for Prince Fersau at the Peace 
Conference, 
against the British and French dispo- 
sition to crowd the Arabs. out of the 
picture. No doubt both French and 
British were ‘surprised and pained 
when it appeared that the Hedjaz 
dynasty wanted a great déal more 
than Européan diplomats had been dis- 
posed to’ assign to it, and that the 
Arabs in general seemed to. regard 
that dynasty as the head of the na- 
tienal movement.

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FEDERAL LAW AND STATE RATES 

Many State commissions are acting 
with respect to the regulation of rail- 
way rates as if the conditions were the 
same now as when the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission decided that it had 
no power to correct the relations be- 
tween interstate and intrastate rates. 
The fact is.that it now has both the 
power and the: duty to use it. The 
rates in dispute are established under 
the act of Congress which. prescribes 
the course to be taken whenever there 
is a conflict between State and Fed- 
eral rates. Upon finding that the 
State rates are prejudicial to national 
or foreign commerce the Interstate 
Commission ‘* shall prescribe the rate, 
** fare or charge, or the maximum or 
‘“‘ minimum, or maximum and mini- 
** mum, thereafter to be charged, and 
** the classification, regulation or prac- 
“tice .thereafter to be observed, in 
** such manner as, in its judgment, 
‘* will remove such advantage, prefer- 
“ence,* prejudice or discrimination. 
** Such rates, fares, charges, classifi- 
** cations, regulations and practices 
** shall be observed while in effect by 
** the carriers parties to such proceed- 
** ing affected thereby, the law of any 
** State, or the decision or order of 
* any State authority, to the contrary 
** notwithstanding.’’

A Gelicate. situation 
will confront the State 
and Convention of the 

Legi American Legion, to be 
the eg held on Sept. 9 at At- 
lantic City. During the “ outlaw ’’ 
railway strike, it will be remembered, 
certain bodies of Legion men. turned 
out and operated the trains, contribut- 
ing powerfully toward the prevention of 
&@ complete industrial paralysis. Now it 
appears that the State headquarters has 
refused to give the Bernardsville Post 
@ charter on the ground that it ran a 
‘* Legion ‘Special’ and so helped to 
break the strike. 

The question is whether a Legion post, 
as such, is justified in taking sides in 
an industrial disturbance. In nine cases 
out of ten all elements of the public 
would say decidedly that it has not. 
Many strikes are local and only in- 
directly concern the public, But this 
was not the case with the ‘‘ outlaw” 
railway strike. A ‘relatively small group 
of men attempted to hold up the life of 
an entire community. In the industrial 
sense that was civil war. As the world 
is now organized, a ‘ militant minor- 
ity’ has it in ‘its power to paralyze, at 
least’ temporarily, not merely a single 
city, but the entire nation. In such 
cases it is not only the right but the 
duty of every loyal American to act in 
behalf of peace and the general welfare. 
. Among the men under fire is Colonel 
W. M. Meap, Commander of the. post. 
at Hackensack. His defense, as re- 
ported by The World, is that the strike 
was an ‘‘ outlaw” and that in helping 
to break it he ‘was not opposing the 
regular unions, but siding with them. 
Tactically, the defense is adroit; but it. 
avoids the question what he would do 
if a similar strike should be authorized. 
The Hackensack Post.as a’ wholé is 
more outspoken. It has adopted a reso- 
lution supporting all posts that aided 
the commuters during the strike.

Just at the time the victory was won, 
when America and the world were 
rejoicing in the belief that all war was 
ended and world: peace for all time 
assured, then these men in the Senate 
of the United States threw up their 
hands and cried out in horror at Article 
X, and at the super-government about 
to be established over us. There was 
no danger in Article X. or. any other 
article, and well they knew it. 

Super-government was a big word 
with which to scare the unthinking. The 
Supreme Council had no power except 
by unanimous’vote, The representative 
of the United States held veto power on 
action taken. . The Constitution of the 
United States guards us against foreign 
war unless authorized by the _Congress 
of the United States. 

We would be far less exposed to war 
under the League of Nations than we 
now are standing by ourselyes. . The 
men ‘who promoted this criminal party 
spirit and personal spite against Presi- 
dent Wilson camouflaged the blackness 
of .their work under the specious claim 
of Americanism. If this betrayal of 
right and justice affected themselves 
alone it would be a small matter; but 
they stand as leaders of thought and 
action, their words have weight with a 
large part of their party followers; 
many of these think there must be 
something terrible concealed’ in that.

He hag been made to suffer both’ phys- 
ically and mentally, but notwithstand- 
ing all they have done or may do, his 
namé will be a.part of the history of 
his country, and his fame will go on 
increasing with the ages, while his de- 
tractors will shrink, shrivel and disap- 
pear. 

The Peace Treaty and League of Na- 
tions will yet be ratified by the Senate, 
as it will be ratified by the people at 
the November election. It cannot be that 
the people of the United States will per- 
mit our country to remain a stumbling 
block in the path of progress and a na- 
tion disgraced in the eyes of the world. 
The partisan plan that was outlined and 
formulated in the Senate, indorsed and 
extended in the ‘Republican platform, 
and accepted by Senator Harding in his 
spéech of acceptance, deserves not only 
defeat by. vote of the people, but ajso 
to be spurned with indignant contempt 
by all citizens of America who. belfeve 
in honesty, right and justice.

The report declares for “a thorough- 
going and complete revision upward .of 
teachers’ salaries, which at present are 
outrageously low, éspecially in rural 
districts, and a State law to the effect 
that the minimum actual salaries for 
teachers’ sha}! not be less than $2,000 a 
year.’’ 

cs While some progress was made in 
securing better pay for teachers at the 
last séssion of the Legislature,’ the re- 
port continues, ‘‘ there is still a wide 

gap between the salaries paid and the 
amount necessary to attract the most 
efficient and capable talent to the teach- 


djing profession, and we urge that addi- 


tional increases be immediately granted 
to pérmit teachers to live in health and 
comfort. ‘ 

** Much of the success in securing in. 
creased salaries for teachers at the last 
session was due to unanimity among the 
teachers themselves in co-operation with 
the State Federation of Labor, and we 
call the. attention of the teachers to the 
well known and successful policy of our 
unions that in ‘ unity there is strength.’ 
We invite them to become affiliated with

TELLS OF PARIS CONDITIONS. 


Clark, Head of Christian En- 
deavor Union, Preaches Here. 


In spite of the war and all of its 
sacrifices, Paris is giving pore attention 
to pet dogs than to little children, ac- 
cording to the Rev. Dr. Francis E. 
Clark -of Boston, President of the 
World’s Christian Endeavor Union, who 
has just returned from a long stay in 
Bastern and Central Europe. Dr. Clark 
expressed this opinion yesterdey after- 
noon in the course of a’ sermon in the 
Fifth Avenue , Presbyterian -Church. 
There was a lai audience, including 
several. hundred Christian HEndeavorers. 

“In Franee the poverty one sees is 
heart-breaking,’’ said Dr. Clark. ‘‘ And 
yet there are many dog stores in Paris 
where little animals can be obtained at 
funcy prices,’’ continued the preacher, 
“and there is a demand for jeweled dog 
collars. Attendants are employed .to 
give all their time to caring for these 
pet dogs in costly bassinets, and yet 
within a short distance are starving 
babies.’’ 

Dr. Clark added that he understood 
there were such dog stores in most large
